1  PREFACE

SUPERINTENDENT’S  DUTIES 
/It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  department  superinten¬ 
dents  to  be  on  the  grounds  sooner  if  possible,  but  must 
be  there  at  least  by  8  o’clock  a.  m.  of  the  first  day  of 
the  fair,  to  see  that  every  article  or  animal  entered 
for  exhibition  be  placed  in  its  proper  department  and 
entry  tag  attached  thereto,  and  as  soon  as  the  judges 
have  made  their  awards,  to  see  that  the  proper  prize 
ribbon  or  tag  is  attached  to  such  articles  or  animals 
and  to  remain  thereon  until  the  close  of  the  fair,  and 
further  see  the  proper  entry  of  each  premium  to  be 
fnade  in  the  judges’  report  sheet.  After  this  is  done 
you  must  deliver  said  judges’  _  eport  to  the  Secretary, 
O.  L.  Schulstad,  and  before  12  o’clock  M.  of  the  last 
day  of  the  fair.  You  will  also  see  thafarticles  which 
are  perishable  or  easily  soiled  are  not  handled  by  the 
visitors,  as  this  is  an  imposition  on  the  exhibitor. 

Superintendents  should  see  that  their  spective 
departments  are  well  filled  with  exhibits.  You  are  in 
a  position  to  help  the  management  a  great  deal  by  urg¬ 
ing  the  bringing  of  something  for  display  to  compete 
in  a  friendly  contest  against  your  netghbor,  thereby 
assisting  in  making  our  first  fair  a  success. 

JUDGES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  who  will  be  ap- 
pointed  previous  to  the  holding  of  the  Fair,  to  report 
at  the  secretary’s  office  at  1  o’clock  sharp  on  tht 
7th  day  of  October,  1920. 

Any  judgq  interested  in  any  exhibit  or  class  in 
which  he  is  to  judge  cannot  act  and  judge  that  article 
or  animal  exhibited  for  competition.  Judges  should 
make  their  report  as  complete  as  possible,  and  shall 
give  their  reasons  for  making  such  awards  according 
to  their  best  judgment  if  called  upon  to  do  so.

If  in  the  absence  of  competition  in  any  class,  or  if 
the  stock  or  article  exhibited  be  of  inferior  quality, 
judges  are  authorized  and  instructed  to  use  their  best 
discretion  whether  such  article  or  animal  is  entitled  to 
any  award  or  premium  whatever  and  if  in  their  opinion 
such  article  or  animal  is  not  entitled  to  first  premium, 
they  shall  give  second  or  highly  recommended  pre¬ 
miums,  according  to  their  best  judgment. 

The  judges’  awards  or  entries  shall  be  designated 
by  ribbons  or  cards  and  attached  to  exhibits  as  follows: 
First  premium,  BLUE;  second,  RED;  third,  WHITE, 

In  judging,  quality  will  be  considered  first,  quan¬ 
tity  second. 

The  judges  of  live  stock  will  have  regard  to  sym¬ 
metry,  early  maturity,  size  and  general  characteristics 
of  the  breed  to  which  they  belong.  They  will  make 
proper  allowance  for  age,  breeding,  and  other  circum¬ 
stances  affecting  the  character  and  condition  of  the 
animal,  and  may  require  satisfactory  proofs  of  the 
facts. 

PAYMENT  OF  PREMIUMS 

The  secretary  will  not  be  required  to  pay  pre¬ 
miums  until  November  1st  following  the*  Fair  and 
Treasury  Orders  in  payment  of  premiums  will  be  mail¬ 
ed  to  the  respective  winners  on  or  before  that  date.  If 
premium  winners  do  not  receive  their  orders  by  No¬ 
vember  1,  they  should  bring  their  premium  tags  to 
the  secretary  so  that  corrections  can  be  made  if  there 
are  any  errors.  This  must  be  done  before  November 
10th  as  the  books  are  closed  on  that  date,  otherwise 
'  no  adjustments  will  be  made. 

ENTERING  OF  EXHIBITS 

All  entries  should  be  made  sooner,  but  must  be 
made  on  or  before  4  o’clock  p.  m.  of  the  first  day 
of  the  Fair,  October  7,  l?r  \  and  rU  animals  or  arti¬ 
cles  entered  for  exhibition  must  b  on  the  ground  be¬ 
fore  the  above  specified  time,  or  be  barred  from  re¬ 
ceiving  any  premiums. 

Exhibitors  from  adjoining  counties  are  invited 
to  compete  for  premiums.

The  buildings  will  be  open  for  placing  exhibits 
ail  day  Wednesday,  October  6th,  the  day  before  the 
opening  of  the  Fair,  and  exhibitors  are  urged  to  bring 
in  their  articles  or  animals  on  that  day  if  possible,  so 
that  everything  will  be  in  readiness  the  next  morn¬ 
ing.  No  animal  or  article  will  be  assigned  a  place 
on  the  grounds  until  entry  shall  have  been  made. 

RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Association  wil  not  be  responsible  for  arti¬ 
cles  stolen,  lost  or  injured,  but  will  render  all  assist¬ 
ance  in  their  power  toward  the  recovery  of  the  same, 
but  all  such  risks  must  be  upon  the  owners  them¬ 
selves. 

PROTESTS 

If  an  award  is  made  by  the  judges  and  not  satis¬ 
factory  to  the  exhibitor,  protest  must  be  made  in 
writing  within  four  hours  after  such  award  is  made, 
plainly  setting  forth  his  or  her  grievance  and  hand  it 
to  the  secretary  who  will  take  the  matter  up  with  the 
board  of  managers  for  consideration  and  whose  de¬ 
cision  shall  be  final. 

Any  interference  by  exhibitor  to  influence  or 
dictate  the  decision  of  the  judges  will  be  sufficient 
cause  for  excluding  his  or  her  entry  from  competition.. 
Superintendents  of  their  respective  departments  will 
see  that  this  rule  is  strictly  adhered  to  and  report  an 
once  to  the  secretary,  giving  the  name  of  the  intrud¬ 
er. 

All  animals  will  be  subject. to  veterinary  inspec¬ 
tion,  and  no  animal  will  be  permitted  on  the  grounds 
that  is  known  to  be  afficted  with  any  contagious  dis-' 
ease. 

No  prize  ribbons  or  cards  received  at  other  or 
X>receding  fairs,  or  any  bills  or  advertising  will  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  be  attached  Ho  exhibit  stalls  or  distributed 
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upon  the  grounds  without  special  permission  from  the 
secretary. 

LIVE  STOCK  DEPARTMENT 

A.  C.  Kuenniiig,  Manager 
INSTRUCTION 

1.  Exhibitors  in  this  department  are  especially 
requested  to  make  their  entries  with  the  Secretary 
as  early  as  possible,  so  that  he  can  arrange  for  the 
necessary  stalls  and  conveniences. 

2.  No  animal  will  be  allowed  to  compete  in  morQ 
than  one  class  except  offspring  may  be  shown  with 
siie  or  dam,  and  sire  or  dam  may  be  shown  with 
offspring. 

3.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the  colts  exhibited 
in  the  Breeders’  Ring  be  owned  by  the  person  own¬ 
ing  the  sire  or  dam. 

All  one,  two  and  three  year  olds  exhibited  in  the 
non-registered  or  grade  classes  must  be  from  pure 
bred  sires. 

4.  All  stock  must  be  shown  uncovered  for  in¬ 
spection  at  the  request  of  the  judge  or  superintend¬ 
ent  in  charge. 

5.  Owners  of  vicious  animals  must  tie  or  pen 
their  animals  securely,  thereby  guarding  against  any 
possible  damage  being  done  to  other  stock  or  to 
pedestrians. 

6.  Exhibitors  in  this  department  showing  pure 
bred  stock  will  be  required  to  show  certificates  of 
registration  of  the  animal  so  entered  to  the  secretary 
when  entry  is  made,  except  where  animals  are  under 
six  months  old,  in  which  case  registry  of  sire  and 
dam  will  be  accepted. 

i  .  In  exhibiting  stock  as  w*ell  as  raising  stock  cer¬ 
tain  things  are  of  prime  importance.  They  are  as 
follows:

Size:  No  animal  is  worth  raising  or  exhibiting 
unless  it  has  size. 

Vigor  and  Capacity:  A  good  animal  must  be 
alive  and  vigorous  and  must  have  a  capacity  for 
work  production. 

Trueness  to  Type:  There  is  not  much  to  be  gain¬ 
ed  by  raising  individuals  that  do  not  show  the 
breed  characteristics.  #

ing,  balanced  and  no  great  defects.

Harry  C.  Wallis,  Superintendent 
Ed  L.  Hayes,  Poultryman  of  the  Dakota  Farmer, 
has  been  secured  to  act  as  Judge  of  the  poultry  exhib¬ 
its.  Judge  Hayes  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  fore¬ 
most  authorities  on  Poultry  in  the  United  States  and 
we  consider  ourselves  very  fortunate  in  securing 
him.  A  poultry  culling  demonstration  will  be  held 
on  the  afternoons  of  October  7th  and  8th. 

A  Poultry  association  will  also  be  organized  at 
one  of  these  meetings,  and  it  is  hoped  that  every 
poultry  fancier  in  the  county  will  attend. 

- -o - - — 


Birds  hatched  in  1920  shall  be  designated  as 
chicks,  and  birds  hatched  prior  to  1920  shall  be  desfg 
nated  as  fowls. 

An  exhibition  pen  shall  consist  of  one  male  and 
four  females  of  one  variety,  and  same  birds  may  com¬ 
pete  for  sweepstakes. 

A  pair  shall  consist  of  a  male  and  female  in 
Turkeys,  Ducks  and  Geese.  ^ 

The  revised  American  Standard  of  Perfection 
shall  govern  in  placing  the  awards. 

The  Judge  shall  not  award  any  premium  to  any 
bird  disqualified,  or  improperly  classed  or  named,  and 
there  shall  be  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
Judge  when  acting  under  authority  of  this  rule. 

The  association  superintendents  and  employes 
will  use  all  possible  precautions  to  prevent  accidents 
and  loss,  but  birds  will  only  be  received  and  entered  at 
owner’s  risk.

Where  an  exhibitor  has  no  competition,  a  blue 
ribbon  will  be  given  and  second  money  only  will  be 
awaided  unless  the  exhibit  is  highly  meretorious.
